FEEDING PRIZE CATTLE. 


Methods Pursued at the Nebraska Ex­ 
periment Station. 
Th** Nebraska station was particu­ 
larly fortunate in tin* awards at the 
recent International show in Chicago 
It is ac*reely necessary to say that 
In fitting fat cattle continuous devel­ 
opment is desired, writes Professor 
Rail of tin* University of Nebraska. 
Beginning with tin* calves, us young­ 
sters i»f from ten weeks to three 
months of age. they an* fed liberally. 
so that growth Is never checked. The 
steers tire boused at night in winter, 
but run In the yard during the day 
unless the weather Is very bad. Grain 
is fed inside, each M«***r having ills 
own feed box. 
Filch fi*eds as silage 
and roots also are usually fed Inside, 
though silage is fed also in th** large 
feed bunk outside. 
Hay is placed in 
a large rack in the of**n yard.

is to carry them in good growing con­ 
dition. but not to get them too fat.

Fred immediate­ 
ly showed signs of improvement and 
is now in a fair way to recovery. 
Jesse, however, is of slender build 
and could ill afford to give so much 
of hit blood.

Two Ways of Fighting tho Pasture 
Weed Described-—One Is Unusual. 
One spring witch grass began to 
show in a clover pasture. 
It was a 
wet season, and we couldn’t keep It 
down, says a Wisconsin correspondent 
cf th e American Cultivator. 
The next 
season I put some ground Into cab­ 
bage. just a little cabbage along where 
this quack was, and there is one of the 
crops that will help to clean the land 
by the amount of thorough cultivation 
of the ground. 
I hoed it out all sum­ 
mer long, clear on up to the 1st of Sef*- 
temher, and last season I put a strip of 
corn again on this same ground in or­ 
der to kill the qu a ck out if there was 
any loft, hut I fulled to find any there 
at all, and it was (leaned out just by 
working it thoroughly with th» cab­ 
bage crop the year previous. 
A somewhat unusual method of fight­ 
ing wit'll grass was described in a 
Wisconsin farmers* meeting. 
The in 
fosted land was heavily manured in 
tho winter or spring and the nianurs 
harrowed two or three times to work 
it down among the roots and stimulaui 
rapid growth, which brings the roots 
nearer the surface. 
When the grass 
begins to bloom Is reckoned as itA 
weakest stage, when it Is most easily 
destroyed. 
It Is then plowed under, 
using 
i i chain to turn under the tojie 
and then carefully bury all the grana. 
Tlu* field Is then harrowed and disk 
harrowed, the harrow Iwdng set over so 
as to slightly loosen the tipjier soil. 
Then buckwheat is harrowed In. two 
bushels per acre. 


If was found that the buckwheat wilt 
keep down all tfie witch grass surviv­ 
ing. and the little that is left will he 
killed if the field Is plowed and left in 
the furrow over winter. 
No attempt 
is made to harvest the buckwheat, but 
the Improvement of the soil in the de­ 
struction of Ile* witch grass Is consid­ 
ered sufficient repayment for the use 
of the land one your. 
Those who 
would be unwilling to give up their 
land entirely for a season could plant 
a hoed < ro-i even after the witch grass 
had bloom -d and was turned under. 
No doubt a hoed < rep would more thor­ 
oughly kill out the grass than any oth­ 
er means and would afford some direct 
return for ‘lie labor.
